She left the 
city before it was captured by the 
Germans, however, and managed to 
make her way to Rotterdam where 
she boarded the ship that brought 
her to New York today. 

ART TREASURES SACRED. 

If Paris is taken by the Germans 
the art treasures of the Louvre will 
not be destroyed, according to Robert 
Weeks de Forest, president of the 
New York City Art Commission, who 
returned from the war zone last week. 
Both sides in the present war have 
held art of all kinds almost sacred, 
Mr. De Forest said, but a loss of a 
certain amount of paintings, buildings 
and statuary, he added, is inevitable. 
Mr. De Forest said he had personal 
knowledge that when Paris was de- 
sieged in 1870, the famous Venus ée 
Milo was buried.

The ometal 
res indicate that there are about 
207,000,000 Hindus and that only 67, 
000, 000 of the inhabitants are Mo- 
lems. The Moslems are strongest in 
Hastern Bengal and Assam, where 
there are 14,000,000 Moslems and 
11,000,000 Hindus in a population of 
80,000,000, and in the Punjab, where 
there are 12,000,000 Moslems and 
10,000,000 Hindus in a population of 
24,000,000. 

In Madras province there are only 
2,700,000 Moslems in a population of 
42 ,000,000, and in Bombay province 
there are but 4,600,000 Moslems in a 
population of 25,000,000.

Hundred 3 Recruits 
Now Being Trained.

LONDON, Sept. 1.—The first hun- 
dred thousand recruits who respond- 
ed to Lord Kitchener’s appeal have 
gone into training in various parts of 
the country and men now are enroll- 
ing at a much quicker rate for the 
second hundred thousand. 

In London alone 10,000 joined the 
colors in the last two days, while the 
response in the provinces has been 


equally gratifying. In Birmingham, 
where the recruiting is particularly 
brisk, the Lord Mayor, Col. Ernest 
Martineau, has resigned his office and 
volunteered for foreign service. 

Sir Edward Carson, the Ulster Un- 
lonist leader, has called a meeting of 
the leaders of the Ulster volunteer 
force for Thursday, when he will sub- 
mit a scheme with the concurrence 
of the War Office for the utilization 
of this force as one body. 


GERMAN LOSSES. 


A dispatch to the Evening News 
from Copenhagen says that the 
twelfth German casualty list in East 
Prussia gives the losses of the Forty- 
third Infantry from Koenigsberg as 
about 800. The other regiments en- 
gaged, notably the Sixty-fifth Land- 
wehr, from Coblentz, and the fusiliers 
from Rostock and Wismar. lost sev- 
eral hundred men each.
